Old-Time R ecollections—Pioneers T ell of 
th e D ays of ’49—Early M ines 
and 
M ining’. 


The elickens case—The People vs. Gold 
Run D itch aud M ining Company—was re­ 
sumed in the Superior Court at 9:30 A. m. 
yesterday, Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
John Lawton sworn (to Mr. H art)—I live 
near Folsom , in M ississippi township. 
H ave 
lived there since 1856, and am at present en­ 
gaged »*• merchandising. 
I arrived in this 
State in June,' 1851. 
The first place that I 
located was at Beals’ Bar, on the American 
river. 
The first four years I was engaged in 
m ining each summer and fall. 
I lived above 
the junction of the North and South Forks. 
M y first m ining was done in th9 river chan­ 
nel im m ediately below the junction. 
The 
next place I mined was on the South Fork. 
The next mine I worked was known as the 
Placer m ine, tituated im m ediately above 
Beals’ Bar. 
In 1853 I worked at Condemn 
Bar, about six miles above the junction, on 
the N orth Fork. 
The first hydraulic mining 
that 
I 
saw 
was 
at 
M ichigan 
Bluffs 
in 
1863. 
The 
bed 
of 
the 
river 
where 
I mined in those 
early days was com­ 
posed of cobble, gravel 
and 
some gold. 
The 
banks 
were 
bluff, and 
the 
course 
of the river was between high hills, except 
where ravines or gulches came in, and at 
those points were always level portions called 
flats. 
The upper portion of the river runs 
between high hills. 
M assachusetts F la t ex­ 
tends back from the river about 400 feet. 
The bight of these flats is from S to 20 feet. 
The bars are from 200 to 400 feet wide. 
The 
fall in (hat portion of the river I have been 
describing is about 15 feet. 
The farther you 
go up the river 


THE GREATER THE FALL 
And sw ifter the current. 
The bed of the 
river is not the same at all poiats. 
In some 
places it is of very coarse material and com­ 
posed principally of cobbles. In places it had 
almost the appearance of a cobble pavement. 
I never mined where the bed of the river was 
very steep ; do not recollect the character of 
the sand found in the river channel when it 
was first mined. 
The bed of the river was 
very hard and compact. 
W hen 1 first saw 
the river it was very clear, aud I could dis­ 
tinctly see quite large fish at it? bottom. 
I 
have been to a point on the North Fork a dis­ 
tance of 20 miles above Folsom several times ; 
have been to Beals’ Bar almost every year 
since I came to California, and some years 
quite oftOD. 
First noticed the discoloration 
of water aa early as 1853. 
Since that time 
the water has increased in muddiness. 
It 
increased gradually for a few years. 
The 
water in its present condition is not fit for 
domestic purposes. 
The roily water of the 
American in 1853 would now be considered 
by the people of thia city excellent drinking 
water. 
The water in the American now is of 
a reddish-yellowish color. 
The water of the 
South Fork, in 1856, was not as roily as that 
coming down the N orth Fork. 
H ave seen 
sand running down in Bmall clear streams 
into the river. 
M ining on those bars was, in 
early days, done with rockers and toms, and 
afterward with sluices. 
The tailings were all 
deposited in the river. 
Beals’ Bar was a 
quarter of a m ile long. 
The first bench on 
the bar was about 250 feet wide, and was 
mined back about 200 feet and 30 feet deep. 


THE TAILINGS 
From this bar were dumped into the river. 
They are not there now, and I suppose they 
have gone down stream w ith the current. 
H ave been there a great m any tim es siDce 
those tailings were deposited in the river, and 
know they have all disappeared. M ined some 
on M ississippi Bar. 
A m not very much ac­ 
quainted with N tgro H ill. 
There was a good 
d-al of mining done there in early days. 
There perhaps lias been 150 acres washed off 
at that point. 
Some of the tailings from 
Negro H ill w ent into the North Fork, but 
most of them went into the South Fork. N ot 
any considerable portion of those tailings re­ 
main. 
The river rises very rapidly. 
Saw it 
rise at one time, when Captain Pray meas­ 
ured it, forty feet in six hours. 
The current

D o 
not think

Duriug high water have seen log", brush, 
rockers, p rtions of cabina, kegs of butter, 
e t c , carried on its surface. 
A bout 
1S56 
became ccquainted with the river below F ol­ 
som as far as W hite and H ollister’s. 
This 
portion of the river had a very rocky bed. In 
some places the rocks were large, and con­ 
tained many ragged bowlders; in other places 
were small, and of a cobbly nature. 
The 
banks in some places were steep and rugged ; 
in other places sloping. 
About Folsom the 
river banks are, in most places, the base of 
the hills, and have a gradual slope to their 
summit, 
Main flat was from 15 to 30 feet 
high. 
The river originally had a well-defined 
course, but now it changes almost every year. 
The river opposite Folsom, between the up 
per banks, is about rne-tViird of a mile wide. 
The banks on the river on the north side be­ 
low Folsom for a m ile are perhaps 200 feet 
high. 
Below that is M ississippi Bar. 
It is 
a very large bar, and extends back three- 
quarters of a m ile, aud is a mile in length. 
The banks on the second bend here vary from 
15 to 30 feet. 
South of M ississippi B '-r the 
south bank originally was from 12 to 15 feet, 
and the north bank was from 15 to 20 feet 
high, and 
THE CHANNEL 
Is quite wide. 
The current here is not very 
sw ift, and in ordinary water can be easily 
boated. 
There ha3 been a great deal of min­ 
ing done alm ost continuously on Mississippi 
Bar since 1851. 
Three or four hundred acres 
has been washed off. 
It averaged from three 
to tw enty feet in depth. 
N o extensive m in­ 
ing has been dons there since 1862. 
A ll the 
tailings from this bar were dumped into the 
river. 
The filling in of the river channel is 
observable at all points wherever I have no­ 
ticed it. 
The filling np of the channel jnst 
below the bridge is of a depth ten to fifteen 
feet. 
This filling is the same along down the 
river as far as 1 am familiar w ith its channel. 
H ave seen the river at a great many points 
for a distaDCS of eight miles below Folsom, 
and find this same amount of deposit in the 
phannel. This filling in material is composed 
of sand, cobble, coarse gravel and elickens, 
and where the water is checked and in eddies 
there is slumeuUion or elickens. F ora shortdiV 
tance above to a short distance below Folsom 
the filling is m ostly cobble and coarse gravel. 
A very large am ountof thedeposit in the chan­ 
nel below Folsom is composed of slickens. 
From m y knowledge of the river the channel 
has changed alm ost every year. 
The bulk of 
this deposit I have spoken of has beeu de­ 
posited during the last six years. 
I live two 
and a half miles from M ississippi Bar. 
1 
have not seen the lower end of M ississippi 
Bar for four or five years, and cannot say 
whether it is covered with river deposit or not. 
The bars were been mined cut some years ago. 
I do not know the height of the north end of 
the Mississippi Bar. 
The first freshets al­ 
ways clear out the miners’ tailings. 
It levels 
down the tailing piles aud moves them away. 
This 1 have observed quite often. 
1 know 
very little about hydrsulic mining. 
I saw 
some of it done at Michigan Bluff in 1863 
The bank in that mine in which this process 
was used was 200 feot high. 
D on’t think 
they used a monitor or little giant. 
This 
mine dumped into E l Dorado OanyoD. 
Tbej- 
would get away with a great deal of dirt. 
The dirt went through the sluices in solution. 
THE WATER AT THE DUMP 
Of this mine was of a color som ething like 
that of the American, but contained more 
mud and gravel. 
The water at Folsom is al­ 
ways muddy, and sometimes a good deal more 
so. 
I have observed this muddy water for a 
good m any years. 
The current im mediately 
above the town of Folsom is very rapid. 
It 
spreads out and comes to the bridge, where it 
again becomes more rapid. 
I have noticed 
that the discoloration of water is about the 
same at a point opposite Auburn as it is at 
Folsom. 
I was at the junction of the North 
and M iddle Forks about three weeks ago. 
T ie water is muddiest daring the first high 
waters. 
The water during the last two 
moDths has been clearer than for some time 
previoo$. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Gatlin)—D on’t 
know the date of the commencement nf the 
suit.

[W itness was here interrogated as to the lo­ 
cation of M ississippi Bar on the map, and 
pointed it out to the Court. 
A second and 
larger man was also shown witnes?, and 
stated by him to properly show the section 
delineated, so far as it refers to places he 
knows. 
The map was entitled a map of the 
Rancho Americanos ] 
CaD’t say how much 
the Am erican river bed is filled up with tail­ 
ings from the Natom a dam, near the prison, 
up to the junction, but below that the deep 
places are m ostly filled up. The deep ravines 
leading to the river discharge much water 
into the river in heavy rains, and those that 
have been m ined or disturbed send down 
sand. 
Saw no sand bar as early as 1856 op­ 
posite Ptison ravine. 
M assachusetts F lat 
was of reddish soil. 
I t was some thirty feet 
above the river bed. 
Beals’ Bar claim, on 
the southwest side, was darker. 
Texas H ill 
soil is fine gravel and loam. 
V ery little red 
soil 
on 
M ain Bar and M ississippi B a r ; 
m ostly dark, the former especially so. 
N e ­ 
gro Bar 
at 
its 
extreme 
width (without 
measurement by witness) is perhaps 500 feet. 
The river there from blnff bank to bluff hank 
is from a quarter to a third of a m ile wide. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. Cadwala- 
det)—Taking all the country west of Folsom 
and to Alder creek, running croes sections, 
the general elevation of the country above 
the river is more than 100 feat, in m y judg­ 
ment, by 50 feet, that is not going back over 
three-quarters of a mile in any plac». 
The 
railroad is not near 100 feet above the river 
at Folsom , nor is the depot. 
W here the old 
railroai track crossed the river it is between 
forty and fifty feet above the river. 
N ot all 
the mining on M ississippi Bar was done by 
pick and shovel, but that further back was 
by bringing on water and piping back. 


WM. GtYTNN, 
Sworn for the people (to Mr. C’adwa’ader)— 
Came to California in M ay. 1849, and settled 
at Auburn, Placer county, in that rear. That 
¡3 one andoue-half miles fr?m the N orth Fork 
of the American river. 
I knew the North 
Fork of the American river then, aDd have 
since, and have ever since been engsued in 
business on its banks, from Sacramento to 
Colfax, aud along all its tributaries. T have 
mined, merchandised, burned lime and built 
bridges. 
Colfax is rixteen miles above An- 
buru [the D oolittle map was hers handed 
to the Court], and about ten m iles below 
Gold Run. 
From Auburn to Clipper Gap is 
between six and seven miles, and to N ew 
England M ills is five miles, and from there to 
Colfax it is six miles, about. 
Colfax used to 
be known as Iilinoistown ; it is about two 
miles from Cape H orn. 
I meandered the 
river from Auburn to above Rice’s bridge in 
1849. 
It was then clear, with” a rocky bot­ 
tom, and had natural banks over which water 
poured in winter, and made deep holes at 
places. 
The channel was very rocky, and 
the canyons were very deep. 
Two thou­ 
sand 
people, 
in 1849, 
worked 
at min­ 
ing 
on 
the 
river 
from 
Auburn 
up. 
I had 300 em ployed m yself at ope tim e. 
There were about 800 men, and in 1850 about 
3,000, between Colfax and the junction of the 
South Fork, all on the river. 
I knew it by 
selling them goods. 
More people were there 
in 1851, and inore in 1852, but iu 1853 there 
was a standstill, and iu 1S54 th4y lessened 
and kept decreasing each year, until in 1859 
there was very little mining on the river, and 
in 1S60 there were only a few men here and 
there. 
Substantially m iningon the river was 
abandoned after the flood of 1861 2, thouah 
a few still mine on the old fl its. 
In 1853 
Rattlesnake Bar polled 1,500 votes, aud Au 
burn, in 1S54, 3,000 votes, but in 1860 the tar 
wa3 almost abandot ed. 
The debris aud sand 
from the hills filled up the holes and channels 
to the banks nearly, and so m ining in the bed 
of the river could not be continued success­ 
fully, 
up to 1858, 
M ining in the river was carried <n with 
sluices, locg-tom3 and cradles. 
The bars iu 
the river were principally sand and gravel, 
while the bill diggings were red toil and 
loam. 
M ining was carried on from 1819 to 
1S5S by water-wheels, picks, shovels, long- 
toms, sluices and cradles, aud by dams to 
change the course of the river. 
Some used 
diving-bells or submarine vessels. 
[W itness 
here named all the bars a’ong the river—a 
long catalogue—from the lower river up, and 
BÍated up to what years each bar was worked. 
Some were worked up to 1860, and some few 
h iv e beer, worked some little within the lost 
five cr six years, but no great amount has 
been done since 185S.] 
I used to_ go up and 
down tho river frequently, packing. 
H ave 
mined on the American river. 
The miners 
worked 
on 
the 
river, 
on 
the 
bars, 
and 
on 
the 
banks. 
The 
banks 
were 
of 
clay 
and 
gravel ; 
in 
the 
river 
it 
was 
sand 
and 
gravel. 
The 
original 
deposits of nature prior to mining I call the 
original drifts. 
I remember when hydraulic 
mining first showed its effects ia the Am er­ 
ican, on the North F o rk ; it was in 1858-9. 
That came from Todd’s valley, W hisky Bluff 
and Sisrraville, betwesu the M iddle and 
North Forks. 
[W itness identified the D oo­ 
little map as a correct map of the river from 
Colfax down. 
H e aided in giving informa­ 
tion f ir the m aking of the map.] 
I noticed 
the fill in the North Fork of the American 
in 1859 first. 
I built a bridge between W ild 
Goose F lat aud Rattle-nake Bar in 1863, over 
the river. 
1 had linie works at Alabaster 
Cave. 
The bridge led to the works, bo I was 
there in 1859, and for a year, and I observed 
that the filling in of the rivers that had been 
going on some time had filled frcm K entucky 
Bar to W hisky Bar, about one and a half 
miles. 
The debris throwu in in 1859 av­ 
eraged thirty feet in depth. 
The fi.iod 
f 
1801-2 cleaned it all out for one aud a half 
miies com plete. 
From then to this year it 
filled in scain to the old hight of thirty feet. 
In all these years it had been accumulating. 
Beneath was clay, then coarse sand, then fine 
sand, and on top mica sand—that is, what 
the water carried. 
Ia the bed of the river 
the deposit wa3 gravel and cobble-stones. 
[W itness here examined the specimen deposits 
tiled as exhibits iu tho Court.] 
H e identified 
exhibit N o. 7 as granite sand. 
Tons of that 
came down the 
river. 
Hodgdon No. 8 is 
mica and gray and granite sand. 
Tnis class 
all comes from below 


HORSESHOE BAR. 
No. 6 comes from much higher up hill. 
I 
think it came in from opposite Auburn, and 
above. 
It is more of a natural eaud ; it is 
clearer and purer sand. 
Previous to 1858, 
from 1849, during all stages of the water it 
was clear. 
It was clear from 1849 to 1850 
except during floods. 
The water commenced 
getting its roily color in 1868, and after I860 
it became highly discolored, and so remains 
to this day. 
The water in the North Fork 
at this time is very muddy above Auburn. 
Iowa H ill is on the North Fork. 
First saw 
hydraulic mining in I860. 
They tailed into 
various canyons. 
Searsville is the upper end 
of 
the 
gravel 
mines. 
These 
canyons 
are 
from 
one 
to 
five 
m iles 
in 
length, 
and 
all 
em pty 
into 
the 
river. 
FirBt noticed the tailing into the North Fork 
in 1866. 
About the same time noticed them 
dumping tailings into theriverfrom hydraulic 
mines at Dutch F iat, 
I observed that all the 
natural holes, crevices aud dams are filled up 
entirely. 
Prior to 1862 the natural bottom of 
the river could be seen in many places. H ave 
noticed places that have filled up forty feet 
since 1862. 
These heavy and deep deposits 
are principally sand. 
The sand is lodged on 
the banks and sides of the stream also. H igh 
water has the effect of carrying down what 
was deposited in the stream during the previous 
summer. 
Thia sand and sediment is carried 
down the American to the Sacramento, and 
what is not deposited over valley lauds, contin­ 
ues on in the current to the ocean. The force of 
the current in the N orth Fork during high 
stages is very great. 
N othing seems to be 
strong enough to resist its force ; cobbles and 
stones m ove rapidly along ; and a cobble that 
wa» supposed to be strong enough to.sustain a 
weight of 2,400 tons, was broken off at the 
bridge by its immense force. 
A ftern o o n S essio n . 
Mr. G winn resuming (to Mr. Cadwalader) 
—M y observation of the floods of 1867 and 
1868 was that they passed the debris onward 
throughout the length of the rivers, or until 
it arrived at that point where there was no 
m otion to the water. 
Since 1867 this ^ s 
been on the increase. 
Smaller floods of late 
years take forward more debris than did 
large floods of former years. 
A ll clay con­ 
tains some sand. 
The clay is deposited in the 


bottom of the river and the lighter m aterials 
are carried along with the water w ith more 
rapidity. 
Clay runs to the middle and sand 
to tho 6idts ci the stream. 
This clay and 
?and comes from the mountains and m ines, 
and principally from hydraulic mines. 
T he 
Middle 
Fork 
tnir.es 
have 
the 
heaviest 
clay. 
The 
m ices 
of 
D utch 
F lat and 
Gold Run contain a lighter 
clay. 
In 
the 
m ining 
process 
this 
clay 
becomes 
precipitated 
and 
the 
sand 
separated 
frcm tbs lighter claes. 
The upper surface of 
these mines ¡3 light alluvial s il cud clay, and 
the lower stratas are composed of gravel and 
heavier material. This Himple (N o. 6) would 
become detached from tho clay iu the process 
of mining. 
In precipitating clay, you find 
that it all contains sand iu larger or sm aller 
quantities. 
The surface m aterial of those 
mines is always the first t* dissolve and pass 
off with the water. 
The sand contained in 
the surface would be of th..t claes we call 
white sand. 
AYhcn you get nearer the bed­ 
rock the srnd is of a coarse nature. 
Cement 
i» formed of the clay. 
Cobble stones would 
be inters; ersed throughout. 
A ll those places 
where cobble stcnes are found were at some 
P3nt time river channels. 
I established a 
lim e ki’.n at Clipper Gap in 1868. 
I t is seven 
or eight miles above Auburn. 
I know the 
river below Doten’» Bar. 
In 1849, with a 
companion, I left this city ou foot, forded tho 
river opposite 
SUTTER’S FORT, 
Followed it on its north bank continuously 
np to the point opposite Auburn, and on our 
way prospected the river at many points. 
The water was clear, and it had a jiebbly 
bottom. 
Could see fish in the river. 
Trees 
end flowers skirted its banks. 
It being the 
spring-time of the year, all nature was beau­ 
tiful. 
I located at that time the town of 
Auburn, and gave it its present name. 
The 
mine, along the river and near Auburn ws-n 
profitably worked from 1849 to 1862. Ia 18 i 
and 1861 I footed it from Gwynn’s bridge, op­ 
posite A labister Cave, to Folsom every week. 
M y route lav along the river, and I noticed 
the many deposits on tire bars aloDg that 
portion of the stream. 
T heie were immense 
deposits in that portion of the river, aud they 
were all swept out c;e»D daring the high wa­ 
ters of 1862. 
Since then they have fllied up 
again, and to-day there is ten times tho 
amount deposited along that portion of the 
North F >rk as there was prior to the flood of 
1861 and 1862. In the 1862 flood I waa entitl­ 
ing drift for building purposes at K entucky 
Bar, and took a drinking cup of water from 
the river and found a deposit of cne-eighth of 
au inch settled im m ediately on it# bottom. 
This water was dipped from the surface of 
the flood. 
I also sampled some of "he water 
in the winter nf 1865 at the Am erican river 
bridge, and found ii sim ilarly laden with sed­ 
iment. 
The debris that came down 
the 
stream was of a lighter character than that 
of late years. 
There w.-> very iittie high wa­ 
ter between 1853 and 1858. 


HYDRAULIC MININO 
Commenced in 1859 and 1860. 
The effects of 
this class of mining is seen everywhere along 
the river. 
I moved to Sacramento with m y 
family the 5th day of April, 1865. 
I re­ 
tained my interest at Alabaster Cave. M arys­ 
ville and Clipper Gap. 
I left San Francisco 
for Sacramento on tho schooner Severn, 100 
tons burden, on 5 lay 29, 1849. 
The first 
night we landed and staid all nicht on Grand 
Island. 
W hen I returned to Sacramento I 
found that the debris deposits covered the 
banks and a Isi'ge area of surface four or five 
feet deep). 
The navigation of the Sacra­ 
mento river was vety seriously im paired. 
W hen I first came to Sacramento the river 
was navigable for most any kind of ships. In 
1865 the river had shoaled considerably, and 
deep-water vessels could not reach this port.

spent 8180,000 trying to levee that district 
since 1867. 
The cross-levee »aa tw enty-eight 
feet high and tw elve feet on top, with a base 
of 140 feet. 
Have endeavored to m aintain 
that levee during the 5 0arsl87S 79 80 and a 
portion of 1881. 
A t planting season this year 
m ost of it was under water. 
The second 
overflew was in December, 1879, ai á the third 
overflow in A tr il, 1880. 
The land in that, 
district is as rich !ar.d as there is in the world. 
The water that fl >oded our district came 
from various brock? nf the Sacramento river. 
A strong current of the waters of the Am eri­ 
tan crossed the Sacramento and helped in 
our destruction. 
There wcj a current com­ 
ing down ou t u ' back levee from the tules. 
The waters'of the tules :n the Yolo eide 
em pty into Cliche :.- d other sloughs. School­ 
craft Island is he! w Sutter I-lat.d, ou the 
right bank of Kteamb at slough going down. 
Fined waters that gather in the tule basin in 
floods, ..ccumulate sgainst M ontezuma H ills, 
and then sweep back and pour into the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
The w.dere whrn going south­ 
ward, g ting down, have about tilled up 
Steam boat slough. 
AU the waters that pa-s 
through the breaks on the Sacramento river, 
on the west hai.b. have to pas? over School­ 
craft, S u tt.r and other island- before Steaui- 
boat elough i? reached. 
T re backing of 
waters from the hills checks the current in 
S .eamboat slough, nnd hence it is filled up. 
The waters after this pass on to Staten 
Island, and over it and Sherman Island, aha 
tbenee into Suisun Bay. 
W hen the waters 
rise to a certain height they pacs right over 
Steamboat siough, and ever Grand Island, 
and take down the levees on it. 
I had 


TWO THOUSAND ACRES 
On Grand Island, and tried to reclaim it. 
I 
s' ld out in 1S73. 
W e had then spent SIS au 
acre to reclaim it. 
Since ther, I learn, they 
have spent in all -$35 per acre. 
This year no 
tule land was cultivated—only bank land. 
H ave at m y bridge on Rattlesnake Bar 
looked up the river and seen the waters iu 
the river coming in waves, one body of water 
mounting over another. 
I have seen the 
Sacramento river run across the Am erican 
when the Sacramento rose first. 
I have, at 
Steamboat SlougtJJ seen 
bodies of 
water 
run across the slcitgh sad the island, as l 
across the old river, at a speed i f five or six 
miles an hour. 
H ave seen such a cioss cur­ 
rent five miles wide, aud over the tules on 
Grand Island it would bo about eleven feet 
deep, and on the banks about Sva feet. 
Steamboat Slough now is r.ot passable for 
vessels of much tonnage. 
The cross currant 
I describe, when it crossed the Sacram ento 
river, deadened the current in th ? Sacra­ 
m ento above. 
H ave seen this iu 1878 aud in 
1880. 
It was worse, I think, in 1880. 
The 
sedim ent has filled up Schoolcraft Island 
from three to ten feet w ith m atter that 
m akes very good productive soil after it U 
decomposed. 
The waters that came through 
the breaks of the Sacramento river on the 
Y olo side show sediment deposit not further 
than a m ile below

Some of the stockholders of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company, a controlling 
interest in which Messrs. Goodall, Perkins 
& Co. are understood to have sold to Mr. 
Villard, are making very absurd and un­ 
justifiable complaints about 
the m at­ 
ter. 
They assert that they wore not 
consulted in the transaction. 
W hy should 
they have been consulted ? The stock of 
the company has long been on the market, 
and has been bought and sold freely. 
There was no express or implied obligation 
on any of the holders of it to consult any 
of the other stockholders before they part­ 
ed with it. 
Messrs. Goodall & Perkins in 
fact had a complete and perfect right to do 
as they pleased about the matter, and no 
one has any warrant for complaining of, 
still less for abusing them, because they 
chose to transact their own business in 
their own way. 
But this is not all. 
The 
complaints of the other stockholders par­ 
take even more of ingratitude than of imper­ 
tinence, for as a m atter of fact it is certain 
that Messrs. Goodall & Perkins have made 
the very best arrangement for all the 
stockholders of which the circumstances 
perm itted. 
It is well known that Villard 
contemplates the building of a railroad from 
Oregon through the Rogue River country, to 
connect with theCilifornia and Oregon road. 
If or when that line is completed, the oc­ 
cupation of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company will be gone. 
I t could then only 
attem pt competition with the railroad as a 
losing venture, and it is pertinent to in­ 
quire what its stock would be worth to the 
original holders in that event. 
Mcssr?. 
Goodall & Perkins, however, realizing the 
impracticability of successful competition 
w ith the coming railroad, have had the 
sagacity and bnsine3S sense to make their 
m arket while their stock possessed definite 
value, and in doing tbis they have enabled 
all the other stockholders to sell ont at a 
price which is from two to four times 
what they paid for their stock. 
Their 
complaints 
of 
the 
recent 
transaction, 
therefore, are in all respects unjust and 
unreasonable, and considering how faith­ 
fully their interests have really been pro­ 
tected by the gentlemen against whom 
their peevish and disingenuous censure is 
directed, it is really difficult to refrain 
from a regret that Messrs. Goodall & Per­ 
kins did not leave these foolish and ill- 
conditioned persons to make their own 
market, on such terms as they could get 
from Mr. Villard. 


A DES TRUC riV E 
STORM. 


The experience of the steamer South 
Carolina on her way from Panama and 
way ports, was most extraordinary. 
She 
picked up on her upward trip no less than 
fifty-three shipwrecked 
people. 
There 
were Captain Neil Cnrrie, wife and two 
children, and four seamen, who abandoned 
the burning British ship Lara in mid ocean ; 
Captaiu Weeks and eight men, of the 
American bark Antioch, wrecked below 
M anzanillo; Captain kelson and. fourteen 
men, of the bark J. B. Bell, wrecked in 
Manzanillo B ay; four 
men 
from the 
schooner Good Templar, wrecked a t San 
Bias ; and Captain Kelly and sixteen men 
from the ship Alnwick Castle, wrecked in 
Manzanillo Bay. 
W ith the exception of 
the Lara, all these wrecks were caused by 
the same tremendous cydoDe, which de­ 
stroyed the town of Manzanillo, and devas­ 
tated the country behind it for many miles. 
I t appears to have been the severest storm 
th at has occurred for many years on that 
coast, and if the disasters which followed 
it were at all common, or the experience of 
the South Carolina anything but excep­ 
tional, there would be good reason for pro­ 
posing to re-ehristen the ocean now called 
“ Pacific.” I t is to be hoped that the num­ 
ber of rescued seamen in this case does not 
indicate the loss of others, but that 
also is to be feared. 


THE TARIFF CONVENTION. 


The National Tariff Convention has been 
opened at New York. 
I t may be charac­ 
terized as an organization having for its 
object the application of fiscal science on 
the homeopathic principle, similia simiii 
bu» curautur. The protectionist system has 
produced all the 
evils 
whose cure is 
sought, and now those who believe in th at 
system are met to discover the best 
methods of 
extending their principles. 
And the abstracts of the speeches fur­ 
nished by the telegraph show how per­ 
sistently the Protectionists travel in the 
old paths. 
Their reasoning has a distinct 
flavor of medievalism. 
W e are carried 
back to the times when the so-called Mer­ 
cantile Theory prevailed, before Adam 
Smith came to reconstruct political econ­ 
omy, and to teach its fundamental princi­ 
ples to a benighted world. 
W e hear, as in 
those venerable days, of “ the balance of 
trade.” 
W e are gravely informed that it 
is for the best interests of the country that 
a system shall be continued which has 
deatroyed our carrying trade entirely, 
and 
which 
has built 
a 
ChintEe wal 
around us, to the prevention of the 
extension of cur foreign commerce. 
But 
with strange inconsistency the Protec­ 
tionists, after fixing upon the country their 
paralyzing and extravagant system, now 
lament that our foreign commerce is in so 
bad a condition. 
They at least ought not 
to take this tone. 
The state of our foreign 
commerce is their own handiwork. 
I t is 
the legitimate and inevitable consequence 
of the tariff and the navigation laws. 
This truth, however, they will not recog­ 
nize, and so they have come together to 
propose a way out of the difficulties with 
which they have surrounded the country 
And a very ingenious and characteristic 
way it is, too. 
They propose that the 
Government shall subsidize lines of steam 
era to a number of foreign ports, “ inorder 
“ to encourage American ship-building,” 
and in order to stimulate foreign com 
merce. 
Truly, a Convention of Daniels 
come to judgm ent! 
W hen a system has done what oar tariff 
system has, mere reason would suggest as 
the quickest and surest way of regaining 
what we have lost, the prompt abolition of 
the restrictions upon our ship-building and 
commerce. 
The repeal of the navigation 
laws would seem to be in order as a pre­ 
liminary, and next the modification of the 
tariff'. 
But our friends at New York de­ 
sire nothing less than either of these meas­ 
ures. 
W hat they' want is to make the 
consumers pay a percentage of their earn­ 
ings to maintain artificially a carrying 
trade which has been crippled by bad laws. 
They will not advocate the removal of the 
bad law3. 
They insist on keeping the 
man’s arms and legs fettered, but they 
think that if the W est will buy him a go- 
cart, and pay somebody to push him round 
in it, everything will be all right. 
And 
here comes Mr. Blaine, and solemnly ap­ 
proves this programme, and says we are 
“ paying to Brazil annually more than 
“ forty millions of dollars in gold coin to 
“ settle the balance of trade against the 
“ United States 
and further expresses 
his opinion th at as long as we fail to “ pro- 
“ vide an easy mode ” for the merchandise 
of Brazil to come to us, “ the balance of 
• 
. 
“ trade will annually increase against us, 
From which it is evident that Mr. Blaine 
is still in tho bonds of the Mercantile 
Theory, or, to put the case in another way, 
that he does not know what he is talking 
about. 
W e have no steamship line to Brazil for 
very sufficient reasons. 
In the first place 
Congress has destroyed our shipping inter 
est by the navigation laws, and in the sec­ 
ond place we are not in a position either 
to establish or maintain that foreign trade 
of which the Protectionists are ssying sa 
much just now. 
To establish such a trade 
we must be able to compete in foreign 
markets with the manufacturers of Europe, 
and this we cannot do, because of our tariff, 
which renders the cost of production so 
high in the United States th at our mer­ 
chants could only hold their own abroad 
by selling their goods at a loss. 
And this 
shows how utterly useless the proposed 
remedy of the tariff men 
would 
be. 
No doubt Congress has the power to 
bribe citizens to put on steamship lines to 
foreign ports. 
There is no losing trade 
which men will not consent to carry on if 
some one will pay them for doing so. 
It 
must, however, be distinctly understood 
that this is a losing trade, and that it can 
therefore only be resurrected in the arti­ 
ficial way proposed. 
But suppose th at it 
is thus established, what effect will it 
have upan foreign commerce? W e reply, 
none at all. 
Tiie dearness of American 
manufactures will continue to exclude 
them from foreign markets as before, and 
the subsidized steamers will briDg no car­ 
goes to our ports. 
If Congress wants to make the m atter 
perfectly clear to the comprehension of the 
American public, it had better propose to 
pay the merchants the difference between 
the protected profits and the prices at which 
alone they can sell in foreign markets. 
Then it would be seen that the producers 
of the Great West were being forced to 
pay a part of their earnings to bolster up a 
trade which could not stand of itself, and 
the incapacity of which is dne certainly to 
that protective system which already plun­ 
ders the consumer on all sides. 
But the 
pretext of the tariff men íb a flimsy sub­ 
terfuge. 
This subsidy programme is a 
mere clumsy and palpable disguise for a 
fresh scheme of robbery under the much- 
abused name of Protection. 
No foreign 
trade can be built up in any such way. 
It 
is at best only trying to galvanize a corpse. 
As soon as the battery is withdrawn the 
rigor mortis will return. 
The simple truth 
is that the Tariff Í3 the main cause of the 
situation of which its supporters are com­ 
plaining, and so long as the Tariff remains 
it will be vain to try to build up our for­ 
eign trade. 
All the pretenses about pa3t 
successes in competition with Europe aie 
false. 
Protection never has and never can 
help us to compete with Europe. 
On the 
contrary, it has prevented us from having 
a foreign trade, and it has wasted the sub­ 
stance of our people in preposterous efforts 
to overcome natural laws. 
The Tariff Convention is against the 
best interests of tfie country. 
It is part 
of an organized effort to rivet the shackles 
of Protection upon the people tighter than 
ever, and to plunder them worse than ever. 
The subsidy programme is a hollow fraud. 
It will result in nothing but the waste of 
national funds, which means the squander­ 
ing of the earnings of the producing 
classes. 
I t is an endeavor to fasten a new 
kind of parasite upon them under the 
falsest of false pretenses. 
Foreign trade 
cannot be built up in th at way. 
I t cannot 
be built up at all until our merchants are 
able to sell their goods as cheap abroad as 
England can. 
And th at day will never 
come so long as the Tariff makes produc­ 
tion in the United States from tw enty to 
forty per cent, more costly than it is in 
Enrope.

S a n F ra n c isc o , November 30tb.—A fire 
this evening near the corner of Bluxome and 
Sixth streets destroyed several buildings. 
The total loss wiU be £12,000 ; partially in­ 
sured. 
During the month of November 2,032 ar­ 
rests have been made by the police. Of this 
number, 939 were charged with drunkenness. 


The Train-M 'recker T rial. 
A c b c r n , November SOih.—In the train- 
wrecker case this morning, J. M. Fulweiler 
opened with the argument for the prosecu­ 
tion, and continued until about half-past 3, 
after which General Hamilton commenced his 
argument for the defense, and spoke for about 
three-quarters of an hour, when the Conrt 
adjourned until to-morrow morning, when he 
will continue. The caee will not likely be 
submitted to the jury before Friday morn­ 
ing. The testimony in tbis case makes some 
4,400 pages of shorthand, equal to about 
’2,200 pages of legal exp in long hand. 


Shortage In th e Xnpa C ounty Treasury 
N apa, November 30th.—In counting the 
money in the treasury to-day the amount was 
found to be £4,000 Bhort, and in place of that 
sum was a certificate of deposit with G.

W a ts o n v ille , November 30th.—Edward 
Martin, a newsdealer, was found guilty this 
morning before Justice Holbrook of violating 
the Sunday law. His offense consisted in 
telling the Su/iJaii Call to a customer. 
The 
Justice decided that be had a right to dis­ 
tribute papers to regular subscribers but not 
to sell. 
Martin claimed that as the Call was 
allowed to publish papers on Sunday, it was 
presumed that the law allowed them to be 
sold on that day, as a Sunday paper was 
valueless on Monday. 


Leprosy nt San -lose. 
S an Jo s e , November 30th.— Yesterday 
three Chinese lepeis were discovered ia a 
small shanty near the depot, and adjoining 
the place where almost all the washing done 
by Chinamen in San Jose is performed. These 
unfortunates have been secluded here for some 
time, one of them three years. 
How they 
have subsisted unaided is a mystery. 
One 
of them, although in an advanced stage 
of the disease, has been in the habit of beg­ 
ging through the streets at night. 
This 
shanty has been used by the Chinamen of 
Ban Jose as a sort of a resort for lepers, and 
report says that during the period of its ex­ 
istence many of these unfortunates have 
stopped there until removed by death or 
otherwise. 
I t is certain that the Chinamen erected a 
building for this purpose, and that this fur­ 
nishes nothing but a shelter to invalids. 
The 
discovery causes quite a sensation here and 
much alarm.

W a s h in g t o n , November 30th.—Guiteau’s recital 
yesterday of his varied experiences are a religious 
tramp and dead-beat seems to have whetted inter­ 
est in the case. Despite the nun, the crowd was as 
great to-day as yesterday. 
Upon opening the Court Guiteau was taken di­ 
rectly to the witness-box. 
The witness was aaked by Scoville to identify 
some papers. The first shown him was a hand-bill 
announcing a lecture at Evanston, 111. 
‘ Yes,” said Guiteau, turning it around to the 
jury, and with an air of satisfaction, “ that was the 
announcement of one of my lectures. Shall I 
read it?” 
Scoville said, “ No; I will put the papers in evi­ 
dence.” 
CCRIOCS ELUNDER ABOUT A DATE. 
Guiteau then gave his ideas concerning the re­ 
ligious tenets of the Oneida Community. The wit­ 
ness continued to say 1808 instead of 1S78, and his 
attention being called, he explained : “ I don’t feel 
very well to-day, my brain don’t work just right, 
probably owing to the rain.” 
Guiteau then resumed the narrative of his ex­ 
perience in trying to lecture. Oa one occasion he 
tried to lecture against Bob Ingersoll, who was to 
deliver a lecture against hell, while he (witness) pro- 
E 
osed to lecture on the existence of a hell. While 
e found, however, that the people were very ready 
to pay fifty cents to hear there was no hell, they 
wouldn’t pay a cent to hear there was one. 
The witness was asked to identify a book handed 
to him, and said: “ Oh, yes; that’s my revised 
work, called ‘ Truth.’ It is a companion book to the 
Bible. I have not seen it aiDce it was taken from 
me whtn I was arreted.” 
The witness desired to re^d a passage, and read a 
p a g e or two descriptive of the trials of the Apostle 
P ul in endeavoring to introduce Christianity. 
“ That is just my case,” said Guiteau, striking his 
fist upon the desk. “ I strove to enlighten the 
world, just as Paul did. I had no money ard no 
friends, and I had just about as rough a time as 
Paul had.” 
PERSONAL DETAILS—HIS CAMPAIGN SPEECH. 
The witness said he went to New York from Bos­ 
ton on the steamer Stonington. When she struck 
the Narragansett he thought his time had come 
then, but it had not. 
The witness wrote his speech, “ Garfield against 
Haucock,” in the public library at Eoston. It was 
origiuálly intended for Grant, as be (witues?) sup­ 
posed Grant would be nominated at Chicago; but 
after Garfield was nominated it had to be all worked 
over again. 
When in New York t^e witness said that he called 
on General Arthur to offer his services in the cam­ 
paign. 
He also called ht the Republican headquar­ 
ters. He “ saw all the big men.” They were glad 
to see him. 
He consulted with Governor Jewell, 
General Arthur and ot hers. They were very friend 
ly, but told him that they must have men of big 
reputation, like Grant and Conkling, to do the 
speaking. 
Witness added : “ 1 was on free and easy terms 
with Arthur, Jeweil and the rest of them.” 
APPLICATION FOR OFFICE—INTERVIEW WITH 
GARFIELD. 
The witness made his first application for an office 
soon after General Garfield’s election, at the White 
House, after Garfield was at leisure. 
“ I shook hands with him,” said Guiteau, “ and 
handed him my speech, on which was written ‘ Taris 
Consulship.’ lie knew me at once. I left him read­ 
ing the speech, and that was the only interview I 
ever had with President Garfield.” 
“ I wish to state here,” he said, “ that my getting 
office or not getting office had nothing whatever to 
do with my removing the President. That was an 
act of inspiration, aud was done as a political neces­ 
sity.” 
The witness then related his experiences at the 
State Department and his interviews with Secretary 
Blaine, describing, as he termed it, “ the modus 
opcrandi of getting at the Secretary of St ite.” 
, 
The witness described his interview w’ith Blaine, 
who rather hurt his feelings by his rather abrupt 
manner, which was fo in contrast with his previous 
cordiality. The witness then determined to see the 
President, and wi«h considerable exhibition of ex­ 
citement, related his efforts to gain that end. 
The witness continued : “ The party was at logger­ 
heads, and I got very much worried over it. I 
wrote several notes to the President, -telling him 
that something must be done ; but he paid no atten­ 
tion to them. 
I kept woirying over the political 
situation, arid I knew this nation was coming to 
grief.” 
DEFINING HIS IDEAS OF “ INSPIRATION.” 
Witness was then asked as to the ir.epiration, 
which he paid impressed him to remove the Presi­ 
dent, and he replied: 
“ Inspiration, as I understand it, is where a man’s 
mind is taken possession of by the Supreme Power, 
and wheu he acts outside of himself.” 
The witness then desired to read from 
a 
printed slip, purporting to be an interview with the 
prisoner, giving his theory on the subject. 
Counsel for the prosecution objected to the read­ 
ing, or to the use of it by witness to refresh his 
mi morv. 
The prisoner insisted that he was not feeling well, 
had not recovered from his Thanksgiving indul­ 
gences. 
The Court ruled against the use of the slip, and 
Guiteau resumed : Suddenly on Wednesday evening, 
after Conkling’s resignation, he thought that if 
President Garfield was out of the way. all would be 
well. He tried to shake it off, but it grew. In a 
fortjúght's time it had become a fixqfl resolve. 
He 
hadTrever doubted since that time, about the 1st of 
June, that be was inspired. He prayed, and prayed, 
asking God if Garfield were not to be thus removed, 
to get rid of him seme other way. Removal was 
necessary to save the nation from ruin. I knew the 
Lord employed me, because he always employs the 
best material. I felt the Lord wanted me to do it 
to advertise my book. 
No allusion was made by witness to the immediate 
incidents of the shooting. 
Recess. 
________ 
A fternoon Session. 
After recess Guiteau said he believed in a special 
providence, and had no concern about his personal 
safety. He felt that the Lord and the Government 
would take care of him. “ The Lord,” he added, 
“ is no fool. He uses the b*st means for His work, 
and He has provided all the guards, the Court and 
the jnry.” 
Scoville—Have you a distinct recollection of the 
incidents of the *2d of July ? 
Guiteau (smilingly)—Oh ! yes; certainly. 
Witness then briefly recited his arrest with th® 
least possible feeling. “ When I was finally lodged 
in jail, I felt happy, and said * Thank God ! it’s all 
over with.’ ” 
After a few questions, ho broke o u t: “ I want to 
define my position on this one point. I believe 
General Authur is a friend of miue. lie ousrht to 
be, for I arn the man that made him (or my inspira­ 
tion did); but I have never yet asked a favor of 
him, and I don’t suppose I ever shall.” 
Guiteau continued: “A few weeks ago I ad­ 
dressed Bennett a note, suggesting that he send me 
$5,000, and 1 think it very likely he will send it. I 
owe probably él,000, and that is every cent I do 
owe in the world, and if Bennett sends me the 
mouey I shall j»ay off some of my boarding bills, 
lie said he did ine a great deal of damage in 1874, 
but Bennett is a good hearted fellow. 


A PRESIDENTIAL IDEA. 
411 have had an i lea in my head for twenty years 
that 1 should be President of the United States. I 
suppose people think I hare been badly cranked 
about that. 
1 had that idea io the Oneida Commu­ 
nity. I went to Bo-.ton with a distinct feeling that 
I wa* on the way to the White House, and 1 shall 
make it vet. (Laughter spread through the audience 
at this Iprediction ] 
If I ?ra ever Presiden ,” con­ 
tinued the witness, 441 will be by the act of God. 
1 slull get the nomination as Lincoln aud Garfield, 
and I shall be elected as they were. I anticipate a 
dec ded change of public opinion in regard to me. 
The idea has been in my head for twenty years that 
I would be President. I did not want to get the 
U rra ld down on me, and that’s the reason why I 
did not press my suit against it. I do .’t care now a 
snap of my fingers about being President 
1 don’t 
care anything ahout i \ I don’t know if I should 
take it if I was actually nominated and elected.” 
Witness related the story of his 44personal,” in­ 
viting correspondence with a view to matrimony, 
and said : '* I waut to say a word in reference to 
my divorced wife.” 
The Court—No; not now. 
The prisoner—1 do not know anything about her, 
nor have I ki.own of her for years past; but she had 
no business to come here for the prosecution. 
Upon being questioned about the revised edition 
of 44 Truth,” witbess answered : 44 There is no 
money in that business in any way, shape or man­ 
ner, and never has been. When Colonel Corkhill 
came to me in July, and talked about some great 
lot of money and some great men backing me with 
money, and all that nonsense, I told him about my 
circumstances, and convinced him that I had no 
moi.ey.” 
Judge Porter now began the cross-examination. 
THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The prisoner bore examination with considerable 
self pogíession, although he occasional] got flurried 
and excited. 
qpiistionr—You determined to kill jGencral Gar­ 
field, did you not? 
Answer—I decline to answer that. That is a very 
strong way to put it (with some excitement). I con­ 
sider myself the agent of the Deity in the matter.

—Did you say to officer Scott, on leaving the 
depot after the murder of the President, 44 General 
Arthur s now President?” 
A. — I decline to answer that. 
— Why do you object to answering that ques­ 
tion ? 
A.—I [suppose I did say that. 
Then he added 
excitedly, 44 1 want it distinctly understood that I 
did not do that of my own personal vo’ition, but on 
an inspiration of ihe Deity. I never would have shot 
ti e Prtsiuent on my own personal account. The 
Deity insr*i cd to act ar.d the Deity would take care 
of it.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


INTERVIEW WITH THE GOVERNOR. 


Facts in Relation to the Reported Sale to 
Mr. Villard. 


A representative o£ the R ecord U niox 
called upon Governor Perkins a t his office 
yesterday, when the following interview in 
relation to the reported sale of stock of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company was held : 
Reporter—I presume, Governor, you have 
seen the reported interview with members of 
tho Board of Directors of the Pacific Steam ­ 
ship Company published in the San F ran­ 
cisco papers ? 
Governor—Yes, the statem ents are very 
absurd, and must appear to everyone to be so 
upon their face. 
R .—The interviews published are to the 
effect th at the commercial firm of GoodaLI, 
Perkins & Co. sold its stock in such way that 
the other stockholders of the steamship com­ 
pany are placed in a disadvantageous posi­ 
tion financially ; th at they are at the mercy 
of M r. Villard, and will only be able to get 
such a price for their stock, if they sell it, as 
he may choose to give them. 
G .—In the first place, the Pacific Coast 
Company is a corporation, and its stock is 
upon the m arket like th at of auy other stock 
company, and is constantly open to be bought 
and sold. 
I t is not less so than mining stock, 
and no charge of improper or unfair conduct 
could apply to us for b.d j sale we might make 
of the steamship company stock belonging to 
us, which would not apply to you for the sale 
of any mining stock of which you were owner. 
The stock of this steamship line has been 
constantly upon the m arket like other stock, 
and has been bought and sold weekly during 
several years past. 
R .—H as your firm ever sold any stock of 
this Bteamship company before ? 
G .—Yes. 
One of the gentlemen who is re­ 
ported by the San Francisco papers to have 
been interviewed, purchased the greater por­ 
tion of the stock which he owns from our firm 
within ten mouths, and nothing was said or 
thought about it. 
R .—W el’.Govenror, has your firm actually 
Bold its stock, as stated, or a controlling in­ 
terest in ¡the Pacific (Joast Steamship line? 
G .—No. 
No actual transfer has thus fsr 
been made of any stock from us. 
All there 
is about it is this : I t is a wall-knowa fact 
th at our steamship lice for a year or more ran 
a spirited opposition to Mr. Vdlard. 
Since 
th at time his fleet of steamers has been aug­ 
m ented by six additional iron steamships, 
which wou’d certainly make him a formid­ 
able opponent. 
Realizing the strength of his 
opposition, we, when Mr. Villard was here a 
few weeks ago, endeavored to convince him 
th at it would be more profitable for him in 
the long run to buy out our steamship com­ 
pany than to try to run U3 off, as experience 
n a l shown him we were good stayers. 
This 
elicited an inquiry from him whether a con­ 
trolling interest in the stock could be ob­ 
tained. 
W e answered that we would enter­ 
tain no proposition for the sale of our stock 
w ithout also providing for the sale of the 
stock of all the other owners, as many of 
them were our personal friends. 
R .—Those who control corporations are 
not usually chargeable with beiug so careful 
as th at of the interests of all the stock­ 
holders, are they Governor, when they desire 
to sell their individual stock ? 
G.—iSo, I do not think they are; but we 
deemed it but right to make the provision in 
their favor, so th at if we sold our stock, their 
interests should not be prejudiced by our 
actions, but if what we had deemed best for 
us 
should 
be 
deemed 
by 
the 
other 
stockholders 
as 
best 
for 
them 
also, 
they 
could 
avail 
themselves 
of 
it. 
The result of our interview with Mr. Vil­ 
lard was th at we offered to take $87 50 per 
ghsre for our stock, provided th at all the 
other stockholders should be paid the same 
price, if they desired to rell, and Mr. Villard 
was given a certain leogth of time in which 
to accept the offer. 
A dispatch intim ating 
acceptance was received from his agent a few 
dayB since, when we called the Board of D i­ 
rectors together and informed them, and that 
the price to be received by us, if the sale was 
completed, would also be paid for a]l the 
company's stock, or bo much as should be 
offered. 
The price agreed to be paid is 
more than would be placed upon it by ap­ 
praisal. 
The Btock sold by our firm about 
ten months ago, as above referred to, and 
the purchaser of which is now a Director, was 
sold to him at $10 per snare. 
H e 
Has 
received his monthly dividends upon his 
stock since, and is now offered $87 50 per 
share for his stock. 
This is as high as the 
stock has ever reached in market, and all the 
stockholders can receive this price under the 
provision we made in their favor, if they de­ 
sire to. 
I t is quite probable that we could 
have got a higher rate for ourselves for a 
mere controlling interest, if we had sought 
to do so, without regard for the other stock­ 
holders ; but this, as I have said, we declined 
to do, and it seems to me th at instead of 
criticism for our conree we are entitled to the 
thanks of all who hold stock in the company, 
for the provision made in their behalf. There 
has 
never 
been 
the 
least 
agreement 
or 
understanding, 
direct 
or 
implied, 
th a t any notice should be required or 
given to the Board, or by Directors, of any sale 
of stock th at might be made, not even an 
intim ation to that effect. 
R .—Have any of 
the 
other Directors 
bought or sold stock during the past year 
w ithout advising w ith your firm or the Board 
of Directors ? 
, 
G .—Y es; ono in particular sold all his 
stock, excspt 100 shares, which the by-laws 
made it necessary for him to hold in order to 
remain a Director. 
He made no report of 
the sale to the Board, or to any stockholder, 
so far as I know, and although the sale 
casually became known, no one obj-.cted or 
thought anything about it. 
R —H as your firm speculated in the stock 
of this company during the past year? 
G .—W e have not bought or sold a share of 
this stock for years, except to one of the Di 
rectors as above stated. 
W e have held our 
interest in this steamship line as a legitimate 
investm ent, and managed the business as if 
all tho stock had been private property and 
belonging to us. 
If we had desired to do so, 
we could of course have speculated in the 
stock w ith much surety, under the relations 
we held with the company, and aleo very 
u uch to our financial interests, that alone 
considered, but 
under 
no 
circumstances 
would we place ourselves in a position where 
we could truthfully bo subjected to adverse 
criticism, nor do I think we have in tha 
slightest possible degree. 
W e have rather 
sacrificed a greater profit which we might 
undoubtedly have received, in order th at no 
stockholder should stand at less advantage 
than ourselves.

levees from Sacramento to K night’s Landing 
held, the Lisbon district escaped floodmg. It 
could take care very handilj of the Cache 
in d p a tab creek fl >ods. 
l o r several year.- 
the levees to Knight's Landing held. 
These 
w a rs they cultivated a large portion of the 
tu'e in -he Lisbon district. 
In 18&4 it was 
w hat thev called a dry winter. 
Since then 
the low lands have been covered more or leee 
•with w ater; th at is, the low lands were 
flooded. 
From ISCj to 1870 the high tules 
were" cultivated. 
The title to this land is 
that obtained by purchase under the swamp 
and overflowed land Act. 
There is less high 
land 
in 
that 
locality 
now than 
there 
was in 1650. 
I was on this land with 
Henry Treichler 
in 
1850. 
The 
levees 
on ¿rand Island have broken four times. 
They broke in 1872-73, 1874-75, and 1880-81. 
In 1872 the levees were not completed. 
The 
water in 1872 was not as high as in other 
winters, but the levee at th at time was not 
finished. 
The first little levees on Grand 
Island were commenced in 1858. 
I could nut 
say th at the thr.Hiiel of the Sacramento river 
at Grand Inland had been filled np much so 
early as 1858. 
I first bought land on Grand 
Island in 1867. 
I sold m y interest there in 
1875. 
I have had no interest in the island 
since th at time. 
Since I sold out there, I 
have visited the U lind occisionally on busi­ 
ness, and my attention has been called (o the 
condition of the river and the levees. 
THE LEVEES 
On Lisbon I iscrict generally broke first in 
the tu'.ts. 
I t also has broken over on the 
river froDt. 
W hen the tale water broke 
through it did not fill up the district to the 
hight of the front levee. The back levee runs 
through the deepest part of the tales. 
The 
back levee was tw enty feet six inches high, 
and was intended to resist tnle water to the 
depth of sixteen feet. 
The water ran over 
the top of the levees. Form er years the wind 
caused waves th at destroyed the levee quite 
rapidly. 
This last winter we had but little 
wind and slight wash. 
M y impression is that 
we could save our levee if it were completed. 
W e could have save it against 48 hours of 
strong wind. 
I t could not wash the levee 
down iii one year, because the material was 
tongh and sticky, and would wash but little. 
The channel below Rio V ista was so narrow 
th a t it did not afford rapid escape for the 
largest 
floods, 
and consequently backed 
th e waters in the river, 
and over the 
tules. 
I t 
probably backed 
the water 
for a distance of two or three miles. 
The tule in the Lisbon district was filled up 
last spring. 
A t the Lisbon district it is from 
the river three and one-half miles back to 
the cross levee. 
From the end of Babel 
slough it Í3 only one and one-quarter miles to 
high la n d ; the slouzh is three and one- 
quarter m ilts long. 
In the flood of 1861-2 
the water wa3 from the high land ta the river, 
at the narrowest point, five miles wide. 
The 
tule of the Lisbon district has very littla de­ 
posit. 
The class of sediment on Prospect 
Island would be a benefit in Lisbon district, 
if not laid in too great quantities. 
Nearly 
all swamp land owners object to the sediment 
deposits. 
M y own opinion is th at two feet 
dsep would be too much of it. 
I know the 
English break, three miles abo^e W ashington. 
In 1880 part of the American river went 
through there. 
W hen the American comes 
down first it raises the Sacramento, and a part 
of it :an through there. 
I think when tho 
American rises very rapidly th at eome of the 
water backs up the Sacramento and gets 
through the English break. 
I don’t mean to 
say tho English break was caused by the 
American river. 
On the American river, 
above Auburn, in 1852, there were one or two 
thousand miners more than in 1850. 
These 
men were engsged in working the bars in the 
river and in working in the 
BED OF THE RIVER. 
Frequently they would turn the river and 
mine out the bed. 
They found sand and 
gravel. 
Some of them would go fifteen feet 
down. 
They’d have to go down to the bed­ 
rock and remove the sand and gravel to get 
it. 
Sometimes they had to remove clay and 
cobbles. 
Generally the clay wai near the 
buff banks. 
T hat was the way they mined 
clear down to Rattlesnake Bar. 
The ininmg 
nearly or about ceased by 1858. 
Often it was 
because the pay dirt was exhausted. 
Mining 
on the Rattlesnake began with water brought 
in by the North Fork Ditch. 
They cut down 
some of the red-soil banks as much as fifty 
feet, and slniced them right out into the river. 
T hat was, say, np to 1854. 
Before that they 
used long toms up on the high ground, but 
only had the water then th at they could get 
from a neigh boring ravine. 
Before the North 
Fork caual was built there were a number 
of small ditches, the miners using every 
available cup of water from tbe ravines. One 
was in Sutter ravine, carrying 400 or 500 
inches in ihe spring. 
The tailings went gen- 
eially into the river. 
The distance from 
Horseshoe Bar to K entucky Bar is two and 
one-half miles. 
P art of this river was filled 
to the depth of 30 feet ; most of the debris 
came from W ild Goose Fiat. 
The water for 
the mines on this flat cim e from the George­ 
town Divide. 
Kentucky Bar is above R at­ 
tlesnake Bar. 
W hisky Bar is three-quarters 
of a miie from Kentucky Bar. 
M y usual 
way of coming to Sacramento bafure tbe 
building of the railroad was with teams. 
I 
have lived in Sacramento since 1865. 
I lived 
in Marysville from 1855 to 1865. 
Have been 
engaged in business at Marysville 26 years 
and at Sacramento 27 years ; that is, between 
the two places in that period. 
I worked a 
mine at the junction of tho N orth and Middle 
Forks in 1811). 
I have seen hydraulic mines 
a t Bloomfield, Michigan Bluff, Dutch F lat 
and Gold Run. 
The Dutch F lat mines dis­ 
charge their debris into the Bear river. 
I was 
AT GOLD RUN 
In 1S66, 1868, 1871 and 1873. 
The mines at 
Michigan Bluff discharge into the Middle 
Fork of the American river. 
I don’t know 
as I can describe in detail how the hydraulic 
mining at Gold Run was done. 
The debris 
from hydraulic mines th at is dumped into the 
Bear river differs from that deposited by sim­ 
ilar mines into ths American river. The 
water from Bear river was conducted by a 
canal to Rattlesnake Bar, used in mining, 
and discharged into the American river there 
at one time. I don’t know of any other points 
where that water was used in mines th at dis­ 
charged into the American, but water was 
used from this ditch to work a claim at Clip­ 
per Gap for about four weeks. 
The Bear 
river canal carries a large amount of debris ; 
more debris than is in the waters of the 
American. 
The debris that comes through 
the Bear river canal after lying a few years 
makes productive soil. W ater from that ditch 
is run over rough and rocky surfaces in 
order to collect the deposit and make soil. 
There are deposits of sediment in the neigh­ 
borhood of Auburn and Newcastle, 
run 
over land on which there are gardens now, 
and cue is being cultivated very successfully. 
The soil at A uburn Í3 different from th at at 
D otcn’a Bar—one is a slate color and the 
other a red. 
A reservoir at Newcastle is 
being cultivated that has a depth of fifteen 
feet of slickens in it. 
Cobbles at Kentucky 
B ar I know have gone the distance of a mile 
from there. 
W hen I first went up the North 
Fork in 1S49 I found plenty of falls from 
twenty-five to forty feet in hight. 
There 
was one near the junction of the N orth and 
Middle about forty feet high. 
Cine near 
R attlesnake was twenty-five fcer, and in many 
places others smaller were to be found. 
I 
have been on M urderer’s Bar a great m n:y 
times. 
That bar was composed of soapstone, 
lime stone, gravel and sand. 
The strata ot 
sand on that bar was perhaps twenty-five 
feet deep. 
Duriog the year 1851 there were 
about eighty persons living on th at bar. 
[Here witness was shown samples and asked 
to tell of what they were composed.] Sample 
No. 6 is composed of sand, rock and quartz. 
Exhibit No. 8 is decomposed granite. 
Mica 
is decomposed granite. 
No. 10 is very light 
material, composed of most everything, and 
what we call quicksand. 
No. 7 is a sand that 
comes from below R tttlescake Bar. 
Above 
th a t bar the formation is slate. 
The debris 
between 
RATTLESNAKE AND WHISKY BASS, 
In the river, is about 30 feet deep. 
During 
1849, ’50 and '5 1 1 had 200 or 300 men at 
work at Oregon Bar. 
W e turned the river 
and worked the channel to a depth of 12 feet. 
I had 600 men working one year at M anhat­ 
tan. 
I furnished the provisions and received 
a percentage of the gold taken out. These 
men th at I speak of were Chinamen, and 
would move about 15 yards to a man per day. 
A white man would have moved perhaps 20 or 
25 yards. 
They could not, owing to the 
hight of the river, run more than from 50 to 75 
days in working river-channel claims. Some 
exceptional years they have worked 90 days. 
‘ 
" 
t of the year they would go 
back into the ravines and creeks and would 
work w bat they call placer claims. V ery few 
worked during the winter seasons on the river 
banks. 
THere witness described a great many 
creeks and ravines, and gave their locations 
and names. ] High waters have caused some 
changes _ in the bed of Putah creek. 
I t has 
been filling up for tw enty years or more with 
ught alluvial soil washed down from tbe 
Coast range. 
The same thing may be said of 
Cache creek. 
A t 5 p. m. the Court adjourned till 9:30

known, that I, Charles A. Wet more, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Vi «cultural and Health Officer of the Board 
of State Viticultura! Commissioners, being duly 
authorized and instructed by sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion cf 
said rules and regulations: 


QUARANTINE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
St-ite for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wocd cf the preceding year’s growth; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving ths vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed irom such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for anj* evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reas. 11 of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outride this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonp.te of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cutiings aLd rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one hour; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50'parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissoivc carbolic acid crj stale in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime " in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make “ liw r of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half cf 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS, 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three Buch neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
appli?ation to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOSINIENDATIONS FOR THE FURTHER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS, 
All pegona planting new vineya ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origm, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICATES. 
For the farther convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by an}* Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding .50 cen‘s for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have beeu disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who ehall 
satisfactorily 6how to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTE» W RAPPINGS, ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vines (.referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im­ 
mersing in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that tho strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfectdtl, 
such packages and packing materials shall be dc- 
strqyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

culture and Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
he no compensation for such services of inspection 
excep'inz a fee, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance ; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of tiie own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And also said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as are provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures.

10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested

11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any

possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or t: ansportation.
